[179. J Early Deeds Relating to Oibham & 

NETGHBEHOaD. 

Through the kindness of Mr. Eidson (Curate of 
Prestwioh) we are enabled to bririg before the notice 
of our readers translations of and comments on the 
above-mentioned. 

When Mr Booker was writing his Memorials oj 
Presttvi^^ ^e discovered in the possession of a gentle- 
man residing in Prestwich certain documi^nts re- 
lating to the Parish Church. They had been lent 
by a former Rector, and their value and interest 
not being known their existeuce had been for- 
gotten. ' These deeds, which are now keipt in the 
vestry safe, are in number fourteen. Elevcp are 
on parchnient, and three, of the naturd of memo- 
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rftnda, are on paper. They are partly in Latin and 
partly inKncrluih. Copies of most are appended, 
to the lart^er edition of Mr. Booker 'e MtmoriaUi^ 
Prestwich Church (p. 249 &eq.), bat as very few, it 
any, oC our readers would take the trouble to 
translate those in Xjatin, which are in a style very 
mnoh abbreviated, we print in this nnmber of the 
magteine correct translations of tbe two earliest, 
carefnlly made at our request by Mr. J. K . 
Bailey, F.S.A., anthor of the l^/e of Dr. Fuller 
and the editor of The FcdoUine Note Booh^ who ha« 
taken a icreat interest in their ancient writings, 
and he has kindly s^nt us the following notes. In 
future issues we hope to publish the remuining 
documents in the series prepared by the same 
gentleman. 

' X 
The first deed (in Latin) measuriug Sin. by S^in. 
contains 19 lines, it has lost its seal. The grantor 
was a landowner, Uamo de Oldham, a member of 
the family who were lords of the manor of that 
town. For the eood of his soul, and for the con- 
solations he had derived from the offices of religion 
at the chapel on his manor, served by clerics ap* 
pointed by the Hectors of Prestwich, he made over 
to one of his neighbours a piece of land in the town- 
ship of Chadderton, near Oldham, and in the parish 
of Prestwich- cum-Oldham, subject to an annual 
rent of 3d., to be paid on the 15th of August t» the 
Chnrob of the Blessed Mary of Prestwich. Ko date 
is<given to this deed, nor to the three deeds ^pied 
on the parehment No. ii, for dates were not 
generally used in such documents before thf» year 
A.D. 1289 or thereabouts, and the character of the 
writing and the names of the persons introduced are 
offen the only clues by which the period can be 
ascertained. Now this deed, which seems to have 
been executed at Manchester,, is witnessed • by 
■ome inqMxrtant persons. Balph de Weluum, 
(Rural) Dean of Manchester, was living at that 
town in t,be year' 1295 (Chetham Society, vol* 
xviiL, p. 72). He is mistakenly placed by Hibbert- 
W«ce, on the evidence of a friend who had 
exattiined this very deed, about a hundred Y^mt^ 
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too early. Thomas de Heton was of the ad jofning 
famfly of Heaton. GALrRiDUH or Uioyfrt db 
Chaddbrtok was a very notable person. He was 
the second son of Rd-de-Xrafford, who bequeathed 
him the manor of Chadirtoo. His name, with that 
of his son Geoffrey, oocnrs in A,iy, 12BS, as one of 
the jurors when the Esoheator made his inquisi- 
tion of Manchester; and from about that time 
his name appears in the Trafford deeds. He was 
thonf^ht well of in Manchester. He attested the 
Charter of Manchester a.d. 1301» and he was one 
^ the squires who, at Wiokwar, eo. Gloucester, 
witnessed the surrender of the Barony of Mam- 
Chester from the Gresleys to the De La Warrs, a.d. 
1909. About the year 1310, when the Birch Foedary 
was compiled, Richard de Oldham, son of another 
Richard, connections of the next witness, Adam-dk- 
OiiDHAM, held an oxgaog of land in Oldham 
at a rent of 6b. 8d. The young man, 
William Sherwiitd, a chaplain, perhaps 
served the cure of Oldham ; he occ»rs in a deed 
relatiofi; to property in Hollinworth as W, de 
Sherewend, dericus, a co-witness being Geoffrey de 
Bracebrigg, who in 1282 was the steward of the 
manor of Manchester. The name Sherwind, we 
believe, has now died out in the neighbemrhood. 

[Trandatim.] 

To all the sons of our holy mother, the chnroh, 
to whom this present writing shall eone, Hamo 
son of Richard de Oldum (s^uls) greeting everlast- 
ing in the Lord God. 

Let all know that I, moved by divine charity for 
tflie health of my soul, and ol the souls of all my 
predecessors and successors, have given and granted, 
and by this my present charter have confirmed to 
John, son of Geoffrey be Ohanrtok and his heirs, 
a certain portion of my land in the district of 
Oldnm, namely, all my portiea of land of le 
Longelee, with the homage of Roger, son of 
Ralph de Glothick, and for the same ssrvioe 
of Roger two pence half -penny, which the said 
Roger was wont to pay rae annually at (the 
feast of) the Assumption of the Blessed Marj

(15|h Aag«it) lor hia portion of le Longelee withiik 
theae bounds : From the ditch (or wall) up to 
Waatellt and so from the said Wastell up to 
GlotWA brock, and so going down from Glotbick 
brook up to Longelache clongh, and so going up 
Longelaohe olougb up to Wastell, which is a bound 
between Oldnm and Wernith, and so fiom that 
Wastell np to Haselineohawe clough up to Wastell 
and so from Haselineohawe clough up to Menegate 
and so directly up to the said ditch (or wall), with 
all its appurtenances, liberties, and easements to 
the said land belonging in free, pure and perpetual 
alms and with common of pasture and easements to 
the town of Oldum and Wemith and with haulm 
(Adua, straw or stubble) for pasturing his cattle* 
and with acquittance of pannage for his swine and 
for his men coming oyer that land ; 

To have and to hold of God and of the Church of 
the Blessed Mary of Prestewiche and of the Rectors 
of said church freely and quietly, entirely and 
peaceably, — paying out of it yearly to God and to 
the Church of the Blessed Mary of Prestewiche, 
three silver pence at (the feast of) the Assumption 
of the Blessed Mary the Virgin (15th August) for 
every secular (or civil) service and impost. 

And I, the said Hamo, son of Richard, and my 
heirs, will truly warrant to God and the Church of 
the Blessed Mary of Prestewiche and the Rectors 
of the same church, the said serviee as well as the 
penoe, saving the inheritence of the said John, son 
of Geoffi^y, and his heirs again^ all men for ever. 

In testimony whereof I have set my seal to this^ 
present writing these being the witnesses. 

Rauph db Wxlhum then dean of Manchester, 
Thom AM DE Hbton, Gsoffrey de Chadibtok, 
Gbofvrxt, his son, Adam ds Oldum, Adam dil.

Mnoh of the historic interest of these deeds lie in 
the enumeration of the topographical names. It is 
diffioolt to follow the bounds of the property Le- 
LoKOLET, which bore a Korman-French prefix. 
Langley itself is in Bliddleton parish, and Langley^ 
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Hall, a little to the north-west of Middleton, was the 
•seat of the Langleys in the time of Edward iL, 'aa<] 
gave birth to a great northern prelate. Rlehard &% 
Longlee occurs in 1311. Scarcely any of the places 
occur on the 6in. ordnance map, but they miglvt*^ 
found still current in the names of field!, &c. 
Wastell, formerly a well-known feature of the 
'Country side, lay, as we see, between 'Oldham and 
VVerneth. It occurs in a deed Without date, by 
which WilHam de Notton and others quit claim to 
Eichard de Byrom all their rights in property 
descending by Wastell up to Rodebrok, and another 
•contiguous introduced is Harestane<-hur8t Clongb, 
more properly ** Witeridlee." The property marked 
•out abounded in doughs (Lougleach, Haslingshaw) 
and unenclosed land. One place certainly occurs on 
the map, viz., Glodwick Brook, which curiously is 
not a stream, but 'a place (south of Oldham and 
«outh-west of Glodwick) at the bend of rivulet called 
Sheepwashes, running to the south into the Med- 
lock. Adam de Glothic occurs in the Testa de 
l^evill, A.D. 132630.

The second parchment, measuring 10}in» by 

7|in., contains three deeds, in the same kind oC 

contracted Latin, written by one person, and theM 

three are therefore copies of originals now lo8t« 

The chronological order of the deeds appears to be 

a, b, c, and several generations of the Scolcroft 

family are enumerated. The date of (a) seemt 

to go back to the early part of the reign of 

Henry III., when Peter, parson of MiddletoD» 

and Tliomasv clerk of Middleton, attest grant* 

of lands lying between the hamlets of Marland 

aud Thoraham (?) to Stanlawe Abbey by Roger 

de Middleton and Alan, his son (Raines's ^ot, Cest 

it, 97). By the deed before ns the parson of Prest* 

wich gives to Robert de Scolcroft land inChaddertODf 

subject to a rent of two shillings to Prestwloh 

Church, and the names of the above Roger and 

Peter are attesting witnesses. By the second (b) AUm 

de Scolcroft gives to his brother, Robert de Sooloroft, 
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hialands in Chadderton, for homage servioey twenty 
four 4hilling«y and one or more pairs of white |i(love8 
yearly. By the third (c) Richard de Scolcroft gives to 
Alan his son, land in Chadderton lor which he i« to 
pay back yearly the sum of one silver haltpenny. 
From the similarity of the witnesses' names to the 
two latter deedtf, it may be inferred that they are 
nearly contemporary. Hereabouts was property 
held by the Priory of the Kni^lits of S. John of 
Jcrdsalem which may account for the name of the 
last witness in (c).

. local Burnauie. There is a Schoolcroft at Oldham, 

hard by the Grammar School, and Schoolcroft Head, 

, an old house in High-street, Oldham ; but these 

• places are older than the school. The names intro- 
' duqe places in the neighbourhood , as Mrddlcton, 
* Royton, Hopwood, Alkiington, Thorntiam ^to the 

north east of Chadderton and Koyton), &c. V*ery 
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noticeable is the name Halda'hnlme (the con* 
ttactioD mark Indicating m or n). This is evidently 
an ancient name of Oldham the intermediate forms, 
fonnd iu old deeds, being Aldhuime and Oldhulme 
and at this early time William was curate Some of 
the names of the witnesses occnr in the Testa de 
Kevillabout A.D. 1325-30. The parson of Prest- 
wich perhaps modestly withholds his name, or it 
might be that it is an indication of the state he as- 
sumed as rector of a rich and widespread parish. The 
first officially recorded Rector of Prestwich is William 
Markelaw who was snoceeded vii Idns Aug 1316 
by John Travers presented by Adam de Prestwych.

It is a well watered region — *'a 
conntry of springs." Spring-book is between 
Ghadderton and Fox Denton. The clerk who 
•dopied tfie deeds is careless in a few places. In 
deed (b) he writes Liliches, which becomes Le 
•Siche in <e). There is nothing in the map to ehow 
the coiTect word. 8ir Gilbert de Reiton in deed 
(k) should more properly be Gilbert de Barton (a^ 
-&i c), who at the time of the Testa de NeviJi held 
Ifttid in Ghadderton belonginii^ to the dower of 
tlie Gonntess of Lincoln. As regards tbe 
ndlver halfpenny mentioned in (c) it should

Death of the Rector op Mibdleton. 
Early on Tuesday mornmir the Kev. Waldef^ave 
Brewster, rector of St. Leonard's Church, Middleton, 
died very suddenly. On the day previous he was 
apparently well, having conducted a marriaflre service 
at the Parish Church, and afterwards taken a drive 
to Whitefield and back.

He had suffered from heart disease for 
some time, and, m consequence, had not been able to 
devote his full energies to the work of the parish. 
He leaves a wife and sevoral sons and daughters to 
mourn his loss. During the period of his ministrations 
in Middleton he has been greatly respected, and the 
attendance at the Parish Church was greatly aug- 
mented as a result of his able and intelligent preach- 
ing. Flags were hoisted half-most high on several of 
the principal buildings in the town on the rev. gentle- 
man's decease becoming known. Mr. Brewster was a 
member of an old Norfolk family. He was the second 
son of Mr. Jostph Nunn Brewster, a county magis- 
trate, of Tolleshunt D'Arcy, Essex, where he was 
born in 1816, and was, therefore, in the 73rd 
year of his age. He was educated at Trinity College^ 
Oxford, graduating in 1839. Ordained in 1839, 
his first curacy was with Prebendary John Vena- 
bles, at Buckland-Newton, Dorchester. In 1842 
he was appointed senior curate of Hawarden 
by the then rector, the late Kev. Henry Glynne, 
brother of Mrs. Gladstone. Mr. Brewster was curate 
at Hawarden for seventeen years, during which period 
he ably seconded the efforts of bis rector, who previous 
to taking holy orders was for a short time M.P. for the 
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Flint Uorooghs. In 1859 Mc Brewster's long services 
wore vewMrded by bis being presented by the Bishop 
of St. Asaph to the rectory of Llandysilio, neiu: 
Oswestry. In 1670, by the elevation of Archdeacon 
Dumfoid to the See of Chichester, the patronage 
of the rectory of Middleton fell for that term to 
the Crown, and Mr. Gladstone nominated the ex- 
curate of Ha warden to the livinfl:. In 1883 Mr. 
Brewster was appointed by Bishop Fiaser rural dean 
of Prestwich and Middleton, in succession to the late 
Canon H. M. Birch. But this office, owing to failing 
health, he resigned some two years ago. Mr. Brewster 
was a Hisrh Churchman of the Wilberforoe and Hook 
school, and never sanctioned any "advanced" 
practices or preachings. The beet part of his life had 
been devoted to diligent parochial work. He married 
dunng the earlier part of his career at Hawarden 
Elizabeth, daughter of Mr, Thomas Roach, of 
Glastonbury— descended from a . sister of Richard 
Whiting, last Abbot of Glastonbury. His eldest 
eon, Waldegrave Brewster, B.A., of Jesus College, 
Oxford, some time curate of Berriew, Montgomery- 
shire, is now vicar of Middleton-in-Chirbury, Salop. 
The living of St. Leonard's is m the gift of Mr. Alfred 
Butterworth, of Springbank, Wemeth. It is valued 
at about £1,000 per annum, with residence, and carries 
with it the patronavre of the livings of St. Mary's, 
Birch-in-Hopwood ; St. John's, Birch ; Holy Trinity, 
Farkfield ; All Saints', Rhodes ; and part patronage 
of St. Saviour's, Ringley. A church is said to have 
existed at Middleton as early as 1091, but the 
present edifice was rebuilt in 1412, and again in 
1524, on the site of an earlier building 
assigned to 1291. It was restored in 1869, just 
before Mr. Brewster was appointed to the benefice. 
About 40 years ago Lord Suffield sold the Middleton 
estate, with Thomham and the advowson of the 
rectory, to Sir Samuel Peto and Mr. Betts for nearly 
£20,000. It passed into the hands of Messrs. 
Wagstaffe and Brassey, and from thence to Mr. A. 
Buttprworth. Lord Brassey still owns several plots of 
land in the neighbourhood. The earliest rector known 
is shown by the Hopwood family records to have been 
Robert, son of Geoffrey de Hopwood, 1421-1457. 
The registers, though they date from 1541, give no 
record of any rector till 1618, when Edward Assheton 
became incumbent. The following succeeded him :— 
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Robertua Walkeien, 1624; Abdie Assheton, about 
1629 ; William Assheton, 1644 ; Kobert Simmonds, 
1663 ; Samtiel Sidebottom, 1714 ; Francis ViRot, 1752 ; 
Richard Aasbeton, 1757 ; Robert Walker, 1801 ; John 
Hanffhton, 1818 ; Jannea Archer (who had been cnrate 
55 years), 1829 ; Charles John Way, 1832 ; Richard 
Durnford, 1835 ; Waldet^rave Brewster, 1870.

(198.] A Pkkskktmknt Paper for the Parish of 

Oldham, 1684. 

The following interesting relic of the discipline of 
the Lhurch is taken from the varions papers which 
have been preserved by successive vicars, and which 
are now in the care of the Rev. A. J. J. Cache- 
maille. It may not seem to everyone a desirable 
thing that this discipline should be revived, but 
there can be no doubt that the absence of all Church 
discipline of this character is much to be deplored, 
■and is chargeable with a fair share of the irregu- 
larities and vices which go unrebuked and therefore 
unchecked. 

The original, which is in Latin, we append a 
translation. 

John, by Divine Providence Archbishop of York, 
Primate of England, and Metropolitan, to all and 
singular clerks and literates whatsoever, whereso- 
ever appointed throughout the province of York 
greeting : — We charge you that ye cite, or one of 
you cite pereoiptorily, all and singular, whose 
names and surnames are written below, by (these) 
presents, personally, if they can be so cited, other- 
wise by public proclamation of the citation, by 
fixing the presents on the doors and over the 
entrances of your parish churches and chapels, 
»nd by leaving them for some time in the same 
place and, furthermore by showing them in the 
presence ol acquaintances, friends, neisfhbours and 
their households, and by other lawful ways and 
methods, by which you can of right, So that our 
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citation by these means may in all probability reach 
respectively to tne knowledge of the (parties) 
themselves, that they may appear, and every one 
of them may appear before us or our deputies or 
deputy, him or them whomsoever, in the Parish 
Church of Manchester on Thursday the eigh- 
teenth (?) day of the month of September between 
the hours (of) nine and eleven before noon of th& 
same day To answer certain Articles, Summaries- 
or Interrogatories concerning the very health of 
their souls and Reformation of their morals, and 
especially the offences, crimes, and excesses dis- 
covered and revealed incur JMetropolitan Visitation 
lately (and) lawfully held, and described below, ta 
be canonically objected of our mere duty against 
them and every of them, when they shall have 
come, and to be personally ministered (according as- 
they concern them conjointly and severally), and 
FURTHER to do and receive what shall be just in 
this respect. 

And what ye shall have done in the premises, y& 
shall on the said day, hour, and place, together 
with the presents, iluly certify us or our deputy or 
deputies whomsoever. 

Given under the seal of our Consistory Court at 
York where we reside the fourteenth day of the 
month of August, in the year of Our Lord One 
Thousand, Six Hundred (and) Eighty Four.

NOTES, 

Amongst the Butterworth MSS. in the Oldham 
Eree Keference Library, Union-street, there are a 
number of loose sheets of manuscript in the hand- 
writing of E. Butterworth, evidently intended for 
his History of Oldham, which was not completed. 
On page IBl the date 1847 is mentioned, and these 
notes go up to 1846. Unfortunately many leaves 
are missing, but several sections are complete. 

[202.] Numerical Amount and Productive 
Power of Machinery. 

In 1831 it was estimated that the pumber of 
carding engines in the cotton mills of the township 
of Oldham amounted to 3200. — in those of the 
parish 5200. 
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In 1846 the carding engines in the township were 
roundly estimftted at 4200 and in the parish at 6500. 

The number of mule spindles in the cotton 
factories of the township of Oldham in 1846 was 
971.327, and in those of the parish 1,236,637— 
Throstle spindles in the township 64.448,— parish 
190,476 (of which number 86,836, were in Cromp- 
ton) Twining or Doubliog Spindles in the town- 
ship 61,154, — in the parish 71,564— (of which 
number there was not a single one in Crompton) 
Toving spindles in the township 7004. in the parish 
11,224. 

The ag.fi;regate amount of spindles in the town- 
ship of Oldham iu 1846 was 1,103,933 : Crompton 
185.876.: Hoyton 166.692: Chadderton 53.400 
total in the parish 1.509.901. 

The aggregate amount of cotton yarn produced 
weekly in tlie factories in the township of Oldham 
in 1846 amounted 831,0001bs., Crompton 188,3001bs., 
JRoyton, 130,9061b8., Chadderton 27,0001bs. ; total 
produced weekly in the parish l,178,1001b8. 

The aggregate amount of Cotton yarn produced 
annually io the parish when the factories are in 
-operation full time amounts to upwards of 
56,548,8001 bs. In 1820 the number of pjwer looms 
In the parish did not exceed 2(X). for they were by 
no means common till about 1824. In 1836 the 
number of power looms in the parish was about 
S500. and in 1846 they had increased to 10.632 of 
which number 7374 were in the township of Oldham 
The number of concerns in the parish which were 
engaeed in both spinning and power loom weaving 
in 1846 was 44. 

[203.] Value op Cotton Mill Property. 
The annual rateable value of the cotton factories 
in the township of Oldham in 1845 considered dis- 
tinct from the value of the machinery &c was 
£23.361 the annual value of those in the out 
townships at the same i)eriod was £9260, and of the 
entire number in the parish was £32.621 The annual 
rateable value of all other descriptions of property 
than landed property and dwelling houses in the 
township of Oldham in 1841 was £36,778— in the 
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otiit-townships d£14,314, total ia the pariah £51,002: 
Accordioj;; to tihe returoa of Property aaseased to the- 
property and income tax in 1843 the annual valae- 
of the coal mines in the township of Oldham was 
£15,741, in the out-townships £4,688— total Id the 
parish £20,429. The annual value of the landed 
property in the township of Oldham in 1841 wa»- 
£7,257, dwelling houses £63,465, total value of 
property £107,500. The annual value of the- 
landed property in the out-townships in 1841 was 
£11,324, Dwelling houses £17,539, total value of 
property £43,195. Ihe annual value of all the- 
lands, huildings, fto., in the township of Oldhanx 
assessed to the county rates in 1815 was £20,970, 
and in the parish d^l,451. The amount of capital 
invested in machinery within the parish was esti- 
mated in 1846 at £500,000, and the aggregate 
capital employed in payment of wages at £720,000. 
The entire extent of buildings, machinery, and^ 
capital engaged in the cotton manufactories of the 
parish probably amounts to £1,400,000. 

[204.] Handloom Weaving. 
I have no means of arriving at a knowledge of the 
number of Hand Loom Weavers in the parish durine 
the early stages of the cotton manufacture. Ia 
1836 the number of Cotton hand loom weavers ia 
the township of Oldham alone, was estimate at 250. 
In 1841 the entire number of cotton hand loom 
weavers in the parish amounted to about 800 — and 
they were chiefly engaged in the weaving of fancy 
cottons. The weaving of silks on the hand loom 
pravails to a considerable extent in Chadderton, 
and to a small amount in Royton. The number of 
silk weavers in Chadderton (all hand loom) in 1841 
was 926. The entire number of cotton hand loom 
weavers in the parish in 1846 was estimated at 600* 
chiefly of fancy cottons. The total number of 
power loom weavers at the same period was 4,500. 
The wages of hand loom weavers of fancy cotton 
will not average more than 7s. per week. 

[205.] Machine Making. 
In 1775 the number of machine making conceme 
was 2; in 1815, 5; [in 1825, 21; in 1831, 23; in 
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:1846, 38* These nambeni »re inclusive of roller and 
Bpindle making, turning, millwright, and boiler 
^making, and Iron &, Brass founding concerns. In 
Z825 the roller and spindle making works were 5, 
4Uid the Iron & other foundries 10. In 1846 there 
were only 2 principal roller making works but this 
'business was also carried on at several of the 
«nachine making concerns. In 1846 the number of 
iron foundries which were exclusively such was 7, 
<bat Iron founding is extensively carried on at! 
49everal of the Machine making establishments. 
Jn 1831 the number of Steam Engines engaged in 
Machine making and Iron founding in Oldham 
township was 6, of the aggregate power of 77 
•hoiees. In 1846 the number of steam enginea 
engaged in similar concerns in the township was 
*18, of the aggregate power of 273 horses, of which 
16 were in machine making of the power of 256 
iiorses. In 1831 the number of operatives 
-engaged in these branshes in Oldham was 600 
in 1841 1500: and in 1846 2513: of which number 
150 were exclusively Iron founders and about 400 
were roller makers. In these various concerns 360 
tons of Iron and other descriptions of metal are 
•used weekly. The annual rateable value of these 
-several Establishments in 1845 was £2503 of which 
■the annual value of such buildings us were exclu- 
;sively Iron foundries was £164. Of the 38 Machine 
making concerns existing in 1846 four of them alone 
employed 1793 hands. The conditions of the ope- 
rative Machine makers Iron founders and similar 
workmen is equal to that of the best class of fau- 
•tory operatives. 

[206.] Hat Makufacturk. 
In 1765 the number of hat manufacturing con- 
•cerns appears to have been 2. In 1796—6 : la 
1815--9: In 1822-24: In 1825— 25: In 1834— 
20: In 1846—18: these estimates are inclusive 
-of retail manufacturers and dealers. The number of 
hat manufactories engaged in the wholesale trade in 
1837 was 9 : In 1846—8 : In 1831 there was not a 
^kagfe Steam Engine engaged in the hat manufac- 
ture of Oldham, although there was then a small 
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one of 12 hone power applied to the purposes of 
fur ctttting. In 1846 there were 2 Steam Eogfnea 
and 12 Boilers engaged in this trade in Oldham 
township — the power of the Engines was equal to 
23 horses and of the Boilers to 167. The hat 
manufacture is of great antiquity here 

In 1700 the woollen and hatting trades of the 
district are estimated to have employed 300 
persons In 1776 this class of operatives numbered 
about 600 and in 1836 2500. In 1846 owing 
to a most severe depression occurring which still 
affects the business not more thau 1340 handu 
were employed In 1822 is was estimated that 
1000 dozens of hats were manufactured in the town 
audits vicinity weekly ; in 1833, 2000 dozens weekly; 
and in 1846, 882 dozens weekly of this latter number 
upwards of 300 dozens are silk hats The annual 
rateable value of the hat manufactories in the 
townships in 1845 was £970. This manufacture 
has been subject to extreme fluctuations and fre- 
quently recurrins; disputes betwixt the employers 
and the employed fhe facility with which silk 
hats are manufactured with comparatively little 
expense and labour has considerably injured the 
felt hat trade In 1836 the averac^e weekly wages 
of the different classes of these operatives when in 
full work was about £1. In 1842 17s. Of the 
1340 hands employed in 1846 three concerns alone 

employed 765.

** [207.] Collieries 

Although collieries and coalpits mav change less 
in their proprietary connexioos, they are equally 
changeable, if not more so, in their preioda of ex- 
istence with n anufacturiog and other deaoripfcfoba 
of speculative concerns. It is on this acooQMt

difficalt to arrive at any aecnrate kuowMge of tiie 
precise namber of coalminitig coocevtit at any parti- 
cnlar period. Generally speaking, the number of 
collieries, as well as of coatpits, faave been on the 
increase, bat at a recent period the number of 
collieries has decreased as compared with former 
periods, whilst the number of coalpits has been on 
the increase. The following statements must be re* 
garded as approximate estimates rather than strietly 
accurate returns :— The number of collieries in the 
parish in 1791 was 14 ; in 1807, 14 ; in 1813, 25 ^ 
in 1819. 30 ; in 1831, 37 ; in 1838, 42 ; in 1846, 38. 
The number of coalpits within the same limits in 
1813 was about 32; in 1819, 38 ; in 1831, 46 ; in 
1838, 55 ; in 1846, 62. The number of steam 
engines enscaged in the mining operatione of the 
parish in 1825 was about 30; in 1831, 38, of 
the aggregate power of 628 horses ; and in 
1846, 57, of the aggregate power of 879 
horses. The engine buildings of two of the 
principal oolHeries, the Albert Colliery, Hollins- 
(Messrs. William Jones and Co.), and the Buckley 
Wood Colliery, Cbadderton (Messrs. Evans, 
Barker, and Co.) form neat examples of Improved 
taste. The number of handj employed in coal 
mining in the parish in 1776 was estimated at 400, 
and in 1831 the number of adult males thus em- 
ployed in the parish was 800. The number of 
males of twenty yeiurs of age thus employed in 
Oldham township alone In 1841 was 808, of make 
under twenty years of age 346, and of females 3. 
The total hands engaged in coalmining, men av 
well as boys, in the parish in 1846 Has at least 
1,300. The district is mainly indebted for itir 
manufacturing greatness to the vast extent and 
extreme richness of its mineral resources. It i« 
computed that the coalmines In the parish yield 
nearly 600,000 tons of coal annually, of which 
about 3OO9OOO tons are supplied to Manchester 
alone by railway, canal, and road conveyances* 
The amount of coal annually consumed in the 
parish itself is upwards of 260,000 tons, of which 
139,392 tous ai^ engrossed by the cotton mills 
alone, 55,584 tons by the colliery engines, 48,000 
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tout by t^ dwelUBg-boiues, 14,544 tons by the 
mftofaino amkmg aad iron foundry works and 
hat mftnolaotoriea, and 2,592 tons by the 
Ueachiaga wadding, oora and logwood grinding 
cOBcerna. The amount of the aonual consump- 
tioa of coal by the cotton mills, machine making, 
and loandry works and bleaching concerns of 
Bolton in 1845 was 123,681 tons. 

The Chamber Collieries, Messrs. William Jones 
and Co., are estimated to yield nearly 150,000 tons 
of coal annually, and the Royton Collieries of 
Messrs. Evans, Barker, & Co., upwards of 100,000 
tons annually. 

The annual valoe of the coalmines in the town- 
ship <^ Oldbam assessed to the property apd income 
tax in 1843 was £15,741 ; in the out-townships 
£4,688 ; total in the parUh £20,429. The phy. 
sioal condition of the mining operatives has rather 
improved than otherwise ot late years, and, not- 
withstandieg the occurrence of several unfortunate 
disputes betwixt the employers uud employed, the 
rate of wages is almost stationary. Tiie earniugs of 
adult miners when in full work will generally 
average £1 weekly. 

[208.] Manufactures and Mines. 
In 1825 the tutal number of steuni engines tn- 
gaged in the manufactures and mines of the parish 
was 96, horse power 2,061 ; in 1832, 139, horse 
power 2,890 ; in 1846, 241, horse power 5,741. 
The number in 1831 included a flax spinning mill, 
^d the number in 1846 was inclusive of bleaching 
and wadding works. In 1776 the aggregate of 
operatives employed in the cotton, hatting, and 
coalmining trades in the parish was 5,000. In 
1838 the total hands engaged in the cotton, 
B^achine making, batting, and coalmininsr trader 
amounted to 20,766. In 1846 the total hands 
eoigaged in these employments was 26,426. The 
annual rateable value of the cotton factories in the 
township of Oldham in 1845, as assessed to the 
poor's rate, was £23,361 ; power loom sheds, 
£1,200; warehouses attached to cotton mills, 
£513 ; cotton waste warehouses, £332 ; collieries, 
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£3i254 ; maohine making works, £2,339 ; iron 
fouqdries (exclufiively such), £164 ; smiths' work- 
shops, £78 ; hut manufactories, £970 ; dyeworks, . 
£18 ; timber yards, £208 ; jnioers' workshops, 
£17 ; sizing mill, £38 ; gas meter manufactory, 
£22 ; brickyards, £153. The annual value of the 
dwelling-houses in the township in 1841 was 
£63,465; of tlie house property, £7,257. See 
article value of cotton mill property. 

The amount of cotton yarn produced annually' 
when the mills are in full work is upwards of 
56»648,800lbs. ; the number of power looms in 1846 
was 10,632. The quantity of iron add other metal 
used weekly in the machine works and foundries is 
360 tons. The number of dozens of hats manufao-, 
tured weekly in 1846 was 882. The quantity of 
coal obtained annually from the mines is nearly 
600,000 tons.

[209.] Mlscellaskous Trades. 
There are several businesses prevalent' in the 
town which, though far inferior to the principal 
maoutactures, are by no means inconsiderable. In 
1841 the number of cotton waste dealers was 27; 
bat in 1845 they had Increased to 36. The follow- 
ing were the proportions of the principal mlscella- 
neoas employmeutii In 1831 aod 1841 :*-

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NOTES. 

. [216.J Sff. jAM£Ji's CllUKCH. 

The f#uDdation stone of St. Jaitwa'a Church, off 
Hudders6eld-road» GreduacreifMoor* 01dha4t)y waa 
laid OB the 3f d oi September, 1827» by James Leea, 
Esq., J. P., of Higher Clarkafield. As cegarda a^e. 
it ifl the fourth church betonging to the Establisli- 
ment in the town or municipal borough ; St, Mary's 
(1406« rebuilt and opoiied 1850), St. Peter's (17^)* 
and St. Hai^aret's, fiolUnwood (1769), bising Ud«L\ 
The then ohapels of Holy Trinity, ^baw (1616 and 
1759, re-built 187X), St. Paur^, Koytou (1767). and 
St. John the Baptiat» Hqy (1743}^. were the only 
other places of. worship in eonncction with the 
Church of £jn|;laiid in the distriot. Hope, or ** Sam 
Lees' " Chapel, had beeb opened a few years before 
(1824) and a braacb Sunday school under ^t. Peter's 
waa bold at FeroybaAk in a room just below the Old 
Soldier Inn, the stairs to which are still standing 
outaida the building. This r9om bad also been 
ocoapiod by John Heap, John **Yop," as a day 
scliool some time before, but Heap having 
buUt a place of his own in what is now Heap'Streeti 
Greenacrea^coad, be bad rsmov«d thither. Mumps, 
LowerBiooTt HUl, Lower Hill, and Aoce Town were 
then separate villages or hamlets. MiUbottom was 
an out*oMbe-way pbuse, and Moocside known only 
M the kamlet of Frenches or '* Fn>noh«fes." On 
the "old ''.or Greenacnes-road, tibe '^new" or 
Hudtlersfield*raad, the Halifax, now Bipponden* 
road,, with its old i^idepDst and niUestone, we^e 
but a few isoUted houses, and quiet farmsteads. 
Sasftuel Lees had atapted bis forge .a1^ Boho, 
forOMBly a date on ooo/ of tbe .ohinintys 18X6, 
and was. living in & lonely stitoooed white houses 
witk balcony and gardens -oyfiiilookinic t^e. former 
roadt and Abo*Billy's, Abal ..Bucklay; had just 
ceaaed walding unui On. his. tuneful sAvil itkA smith's 
shop thatstood stay wheca tht OnsfinaQveaOD'opera* 
tive Store mow oaAsrs for. the nnfiifeal nod iwdily 
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wants of an infceUif ant profile. Hibbert a#d Tom- 
linson, ironfounders, and Hibbert and Piatt — 
names abandant with local inflaenoe and history 
— carding-engine makers, had jast laid the founda- 
tion of their extensive and worM-famed works, 
and the neighbonrhood of Lowermoor, Aore TowHi 
Fottl'ieach. Soho, and Mount Pleasant were getting 
inhabited by a mixed population of ironworkers, 
coalmtners, and pale-faoed toilers in unsanitary 
and oMtdle - lighted coUon mills, mills in 
which there were almost as many masters tis 
workpeople. Else there was little north, aoulh^ and 
east in the netghbonrbood, if we except Lowerlionso, 
standing in its own grounds down from the road, 
left ; and, beyond, the fine brick mansion of Pit Bank^ 
or ** Bank," where Mr. Mashiter weluomed 
the rusheartera yearly with plenty of ale 
and cheeri and where a few years later Jesee 
Ainsworth, Esq., Iield chapel, and iostrnuted his 
colliers in the rudiments of natural science and 
theolojiy. Then oame Dirtcar House, *'*a T«aer 
able and substantial dwellinir," close by whei^e Mr. 
James U reaves had built a cotton mttl, bavin^ soma 
time before left his home and first mill nt 
Thorps, on the old Roman road which passes 
over Highmoor; and a cluster of cottages 
around the end of Littlemoor - lane. All 
around beside was open field or meadow, wheiw the 
sweet-soented hawthorn blossomed and the purest 
of crystal streamlets meandered ; where the hare 
had full scope and the badger gave ohase for the 
hound and the huntsman. It is said that in 1811 
there was not a house on the right hand side of 
Huddersfiekl-road between the llbbe Inn and. Mill- 
bottom^ and thO'Ooaohroad from the beginning of 
Ripponden-road to Nimble Nook had sot long beaft 
open* At Top'O'th'-Moor wem m ferw aeatieEed 
cottages, and a Sunday school which stood on wkat 
is now a part of Greenfteres Cenetery. J«uit 
below was the aaoient village- of Crreenacr^ 
with its old ohaj^l and r^gioua niemoiiee. 
The OQontry arooiid St« Jamesr's wms indoed so 
open that soorei of peo]^e witnesied tht foaadfttioa 
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•tone layitafc from the yard of the old or Parish 
ClNirch, The neighboarhood is now one mass of 
iVortcshops; cbtten factories, and honses ; and the 
fine building is so smutted and black with the 
ottrbon from a thousand chimneys as to give it a 
look of hoary antiquity. The design was by Sir 
Charles Barry. Sir Charles had visited £gypt, 
3R«me, Greece, and other places, and acquired 
much architectural knowledge. Among other 
Imildings of which he was the archfteot may be 
mentioned the Manchester Athenaeum, the fine and 
elaborate King Edward's Grammar School, Bir- 
mingham ; several of the London club houses, and 
the present Houses of ParHament The latter 
were opened by the Queen, on which occasion her 
Majesty knighted htm. The street running along 
the east ot the church is named after him. 
The style is perpendicular Gotliic, and embatled. 
The building is ^^e windows long, each window 
having three lights. At the west end is a massive 
tower, surmounted by a lantern containing one 
bell, the entrance door being of noble proportions. 
It has three aisles, the middle one being 10 feet 
6 inches broad, and terminating in an open apse, 
which now forms the choir and chancel ; a north, 
south, and west gallery, supported on plain stone 
pillars, and has, or had, seats for a congregation of 
1,800, 000 of which were to be free. The free seats 
or forms which passed along the middle aisle have, 
however, been removed. The burial ground is 
spacious, and is encompassed by a good stone wall, 
with entrance gates on the east and west. The 
beautiful design and fine appearance and out- 
line of the church, as it was originally left, 
has been spoiled by several late additions 
which completely nullify the effect, and maks a 
discrepancy of what was at first purely classical. 
The cost, which is given variously from £10,000 to 
£15,000, was raised by public subscription and 
grants from what is known as the " Million Act," 

an act {massed in 1818, when one million of money J_ 3 1 fi ^R i 

was voted by Parliament for the building and -^-^ f OJ\ 

siding to build chnrohes, oommisBioaeri being 
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•appfiajted to se^ ther money wuely spaotfor tkis 
object. A coiuiderftble sum of this money cane to 
St. Jamea'a through the then Rector of Fre^twioh, 
the Rev. James Lyoni (1783 to 1836). The church 
was two years in building. Dr. John Bird SUiinner« 
. Bishop of Chester, oonseeratini^ it on the 19th 
September^ 1829. (Jnfortnnately, the gentkmiin 
who had laid the foundation stone could not take 
part in the interesting ceremony^ having gone to bis 
long rest in June the year belor^. The li?iqg> 
valued at £400 a year, is a Blwdford vicarage — 
Act 19 and 20 Victoria, chap. 104. 1856~in the 
gift of the Rpctor of Prestwichv aa are also Iho^e of 
St. Mary, St. Peter, St. Margaret, HoUinwood ; 
Holy Trinity, Shaw ; and St. Paul, Royton* It 
was first madet an ecclesiastical parish in 1835, Vod 
inoluded most of the villages and hamlets men- 
tioned above. Latterly portions have been takan 
away to form the newer parishes of St. Stephen, 
Lowermoor ; Christ Church, Glodwiok ; Holy 
Trinity, Waterfiead ; and St. Thomas, Mporside. 
It is in the archdeaconry of Manchester and rural 
deanery of Oldham, of which the Vicar of Leesfieid, 
the Rev. Canon Lloyd, is laral dean. The first 
incumbent was. the Rev. William Fullarton 
Walker, M.A.« of Brazennose College^ Oxford. 
He was born at JBdinburgh in the year 1802. in 
the house now, or lately, the Albert Hotel, off Prin- 
cess street. Mr. Walker was intended for a writer 
of the signet, or advocate, and had served bis time 
within one year when he made up his mind to 
change his studies from the civil to that of the 
more spiritual law. Theology took stronger hold 
of bim than jurisprudence, and he chose to declaim 
from the pulpit rather than plead at the baiw The 
iirm to which he was engaged, on heariog of his 
resolve, offered him a thousand pounds to remain 
witlx them, aud to make him partner at the 
expiration of his term if he would do 
80. His love for the Church had, how- 
ever, become too strwig, preferring a poor 
curacy ot twelve shillings ' a week to the iu- 
ducements which a lucrative profeisiott could offer. 
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Walker's iooattbettcy Mnsclay adiMlfl were bailb of 
one storey high, eii;ht windows long, 1830 ; and in 
1897 ano^er storey was added. His ruldenoe was 
at Dirtcar Cottage, a semi-detached house wtth 
garden, situated on the left-hand side of what is 
now Derker-street, his neighbour being Mr. John 
Hagne, whose daughter Mr. Walker married. This 
pleasant retreat has, like too many old English 
homes, had to give way to the inevitable, one of 
Hilton Greaves, Esq. 'a, mills, Uncle Tom's Cabin 
occupying its plao^. He was a most ami- 
able man, apd .weU.|;>elQved; aqd no pleasanter 
a sight could be imagined, nor one which 
showed the fall catholicity ol his apirit, than to see 
him often arfi) in arm with the Bev. K. M. Bavies, 
the minister of Hope Coogres^tional ChapeL And 
this is as it should be. If religious people cannot 
agree to differ, and rejoice in that they are all help- 
ing onward the great millennium of man's universal 
brotherhood, how can they expect the ever wary, 
irreligious world to have faith in them or their 
teachings ? Oua may be of Paul, and another of 
ApoUos, but what does it matter so long as the aim 
and end are one. Those things which are 
essentially and radically wrong will sooner or later 
be set rifl;ht by the sound common sense of the 
peopl^ and to be ever wrangling and contentious 
about " who is who " is neither politic nor nice. 
After a successful ministry of near^ 28 years, he 
died the 31st of August, 1857, and was buried in 
the ground on the north side of the church. His 
grave ia surronnded byipalisadings, but there is—

COMMEUOBATIVE TeA PaWTY AT HtT. 

Ob Tbursdajr afternoon a tea t»rty, in celebration 
of Ibe fifty yean^ tnmistvy of the Rer. Geonre 
Doeker Gtiindjr* U.Au, «iair of St. John the Baptist's 
Cbnrob, Heor* was held in the lacice kkmb at the 
school, when upwards ol 1,000 persons sat down to 
tea. la the eveninfr a meeting was beldt presided 
over by Mr. Samuel Andrew, who was supported on 
the platform by the Revs. Dr. Bardsley, Canon 
Green, J. Smith, G. F. Grundy, 0. H. Grundy (two 
sons of the vicsr), 8. S. Adkins, J. B. Phillips, G. F. 
Ockford, J. G. French, D.Griffiths, F. W. Wareham, 
Messrs. A. Ogden, J. Davenport, J.- L. Greaves, J. 
WM, j; «a«t, Joseph Travis (CHdbam), J. E. 
NMTtotti a»d otter IdeikUx. Just before the t)reoeiBd- 
iBis cMMMfBid the viMt stepped upon tlia platfotn, 
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and was received with repeated rounde of applance. 

The Chairman said he supposed it was a thing that 
bad never occarred in that neighbourhood before— 
that a clergyman had had the charge of one congrega- 
tion for 50 years. It had not occurred more than once 
in the present century in a radius of seven or eight 
miles. Mr. Gmnd'y would have been with them 50 
yean on Sunday. He really could not tell what 
waei the special attractisn between the ministers 
and the peoplS) but he oonld tell what had not been a 
speeial attraetion, and that was that it was not a fat 
Itvinfl*. That sboirod that their duties had not been 
performed from selfii^ motives. He oonld not tell 
what the special feature iSl Mr. Gmndy's ministry 
was, and what was the secret of his success, except it 
was tbat Mr. Grundy, on all occasions, bed striven to 
oome into petsoaal contact with every member of his 
congregation, especially the youoger members. Mr. 
Grundy always began with the young. During the 
fifty years he had been amongst them many thousand 
beys and girls had passed through that school, and he 
did not think one had gone out into the world without 
having an impression on his mind of the influence and 
teaching of Mr. Grundy. He had always made 
his influenoe felt, whether in a Sunday or 
day school. He oonsidered that during a portion of 
Mr. Grundy*8 ministry they had almost received a 
collearlate educatic«. Thirty years ago Mr. Grnndy 
established a class to tecush Latin, and it was a bril- 
liant success* three of the scholars having become 

Mr* N. BsoADBBNt read letters from the Bishop of 
Sodor and Man and other clergymen, including the 
Rev* P. Lancashire, of Oldham, expressing regret at 
not being able to be present, and also from some .old 
friends in America. 

Mr. J. Gbowdsr presented the Rev. G. D. Grundy 
with an illuminated address in the form of an album, 
whiah was beautifully embellished with. gold. 

Mr. J. E. Newton next presented the rev. gentle- 
man with a purse containing S200« which he said had 
been subscribed witbont any solicitation. 

Mr. Jahis Davenport presented a cheqne for £150 
to the churehwardena to defray the cost ef an iUii<» 
tRinated address, and for patting a stained-prless onm* 
mefttorative window in the church. He thought it

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show their children*! ebildren the nspeot in which 
Mr. Grandy wai held. 

Mr. John Platt presented the rev. flrentleman with 
a poem from the members of his Monday evening: 
class. The poem was illuminated, and was mounted 
iu an Oxford frame. 

The Kev. Dr. Babdslbt said he was in his 14th 
year when Mr. Grandy came to Hey. Mr. Grandy 
objected to teaching writing in the Sunday 
school^ and he (Dr. Bardsley) was obliged to 
confess that he remained in the opposite 
camp for a month. It ao happened that a short time 
after his parents required bmi to join the confirmation 
class carried on by Mr. iGrundy, who always meant 
work. Although he was not confirmed at that par- 
ticular confirmation, be had the privilep^e of teaching 
in a Sunday school m one of the rooms to whish refer- 
ence bad been made, and that beginning was to him a 
very great blessing— the greatest blessing of his life. 

The Rev. G. D. Gbundt, in acknowledging the 
presentations, gave a retuvU of the history of the 
parish daring his 50 years' ministry. He narrated the 
condition in which he found what were then looked 
upon as schools, and traced the progress they had 
made up to the present time. He referred to the soene 
which took place in the chttrchyard between the 
churchwardens and the then curate when he first 
came to preach at Hey. The oburohwardens aaid 
the curate should not preach any more^ mud 
the' curate said he would, the result being 
that an unseemly squabble took place. The viear« In 
a humorous strain, told how the church in winter 
time had to be lighted with candles, the sexton eon* 
tmnaliy going round the ohapel^for it was only a 
chapel of ease at that time— snuffing the candles with 
his fiogers. He said in teaching the young he always 
took care that their education should be sooh as 
would benefit their souls; and render them competent 
to be teachers. He could not tell how it was, but 
scholars always flowed upon him for many 
years. He illustrated the strength of the dis- 
cipline in the schools, which were in a very 
satuf aetory state, and the teachers, he most say, were 
very attentive to their duties. The rev. gentleman 
next referred to the various schools whioh had been 
built in the district, whioh diminished the numbert 
attendiiie hii own, and coiiolade4 by «spieiiuig hli 
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earooet thanks for th§ 'very kind presenU theiy had 
given bim, especially those beautiful lines from his 
evening class. (Apfdause*) 

The Rev. G. F. Grundy and the Rev. 0. H. 
Gbundt also briefly addressed the meeting, and the 
Chairman, on behalf of the churchwardens, having 
acknowledged the receipt of the cheque, the proceed- 
ings were concluded with the singing of *' God Save 
the Queen."

NOTES. 

[218.] St. James's Church. 
(Continued,) 
Before proceeding with our notes on St. James's, 
we wiah to oorrect an error in our last paper, which 
arose through a misunderstanding, causing us to 
visit the wrong tomb. We are glad to say that a 
stone is plaoed over the remains ef the Rev. W. F. 
Walker by the hands of those he loved, and that 
his last resting place may be known by the inscrip- 
tion thereon : — '* Here are interred the remains of 
the Rev. William Fullerton Walker, M.A., of 
Dirtcar Cottage, incumbent of St. James's, Green- 
acres Moor, for the space of 27 years and 11 
months, who departed this life on the 31st day of 
August, 1857, aged 55 years.'* And on the same 
stone is ; — " Also Mary Ann, his widow, who 
departed this life on the 15th day of November, 
1864, aged 61 years." What epitaph so suitable as 
the advice be always gave to his teachers and flock 
in words conveying the noblest sentiment :— If 
they (the other sects) hold Christ the head, take 
them by the hand and call them brethren, for 

Arose 
By any other same would smell as sweet. 

We may here say that his Sunday school was at 

first supplied by teachers from the school at Top. 

o'th*-Moor, and was held in the vestry of the 

church. The teachers and scholars from Top-o'th'- 

Mootttaedix) goto Hey and St. James's, proceeding

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to the latter place down Greenaores-road and 
along Forp;e-8treet. 

The first baptism was Harriet, daughter of 
James aud Mary Ann Brown, of Greenacres 
Moor, July 26th, 1830; the first burial Betty 
Radcliffe, Lower House, Greenacres Moor, March 
20th, 1830, aged 21 years ; and the first marriage 
that of John Schofield, widower, cotton 8|>inner» 
Ferny Bank, to Mary Lees, widow, Mount 
Pleasant, 15th March, 1838. Up to 1835, when 
St. James's was made an ecclesiastical district or 
parish, marriages had to be solemnised either at 
St. Mary's or the Pariah Church of Prestwich. 
Jonathan Hague, we think, ifaa the first warden. 

Singing was one of the elements of worship at St. 
James's from its foundation. It was so, indeed, 
at most of the neighbouring churches. St. Mary's, 
St. Peter's, and St. John's, Hey, were noted for 
their excellent choral services. We remember 
some good sings at the Utter place, when the 
violoncello, the violin, the trumpet (''and the 
trumpet shall sound ;" aye, lad, that trumpet is 
sounding yet, it has sounded ever since, and is still 
one of our earliest reminiscences], the bassoon, the 
kettledrum, and other musical instruments were 
played, in addition to the organ. Jame§ Taylor, 
Charles Smith, *' Jinks," the Stotts, Samuel 
Mellor, the VVinterbottoms, the Lawtons, and little 
Tummy Turner, with many others, were in their 
zenith. On occasions old Wrigley would take off 
his coat when the weather was hot, call out from 
one of the side galleries at Hey Chapel to the choir 
for ** Xh' owd hnndert and fort," which was 
generally sung to the words of the 149th Psalm. 
Hymn books were not so common as they are now, 
and what there were were of very modest dimen- 
sions. The Psalms were printed at the ends of the 
fusty prayer books, f 's for s's. When hymn books 
were introduced, afterwards appendixes and then 
supplements, there used to be no little commotion- 
and bustle in reaching over from one pew to 
another, sometimes as many as three joining at the 
same book, with one or t^o looking over thei;: 
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shoulders from Ihe pew behind. W«iU Wrigtoy 
would sing till he had a face the oolotiv of a ntw 
copper kettle, and the sweat dropped off his bhlti 
end, hardly bueathing until, like the Yorkshire pte^ 
centor aud tlie 119^ Psalm, he had sung it 
'*lfarugh and tbrougewt." There seems to be a 
retival of these old timetr, jddging by tiie' oratorio- 
cal serrlbee we ha>rb lately had ih fleveral of our

"Oldham Koughheads." A few have thrown a 
halo of glory around ns by their wise consultations 
in the Imperial Senate of the finest and freest 
oovntry in the world.

On Sunday afternoon, October 
28th, 1888, the oratorio of *• Judas Macoabsos " 
was ably given by the Oldham Phtlbarmonie 
Society for this purpose, when a sum of 
over £20 was raised. The soloists were Miss E. 
Turner, soprano; Miss Chad wick, R.A.M.y con- 
tralto ; Mr. R. L. Whittaker, tenor ; and Mr. A. 
S. Kinnel, of the Manchester Cathedral, bass. It 
now remains for the parishioners and congregation 
to take up and carry out this necessary work, and 
ba6k up the generous spirit displayed by the Rev. 
T. L. Knapp, the vioar, in the great liberality he 
Hm shown for the sueoess and cause of their church, 
and to support him in his landable deaire to take 
ont the old horae-bozy and sleep-producing pews, 
and sapply their places with light, airy stalls. The 
Church of St James will then be second to none in 
Lancashire, and certainly a plaoe big enouflfh for a 
modern oathedral.

The followin«( are extracts ironi a letter to James 
Dearden, Esq., F.S.A., of fiochdale, by George 
Shaw, Esq., of Saddleworth, containiog aa account 
of the discovery of oertain arns at Brownhill, May^ 
1844, Also some farther particulars of the same 
discovery coinmuoicated to Edward Holme, Esq.. 
M.D., F.R.S., of Manchester : — 

Upon my arrival at home last uight I was told 
that some men employed ia a stone quarry a short 
distance from our bouse had discovered '* the bonea 
of a child in a jar. and with them the hammei with 
which the child had been murdered." I imme- 
diately suspected this to have been an ancient 
British interment by cremation, and. the subsequent 
arrival of my father with some pieces of urna of 
partially burnt clay and calcined bones confirmed 
my ioipreision. This morning I visited the spot, a 
stone quarry situated on the edfe of a amall hill or 
knoll called ** Brownhill," and the discovery appe»n 
to have been made by the men clearing away a 
portion of turf or soil for a further " fall " of atone. 

The nms— for I find there were two of thera-^lay 
about 4 feet apart and some 18 or 20 inches from 
the rarfaoe in a sort of bed of partially bomt wood, 
with the mouths vppermoHt, and covered with 
stores. 

Unlike most such interments, thete was ao 
pavement lor the urns to rest upon, or Cist vaea 
for their reoeption, but they were evidently de- 
posited in a small circular hollow without any other 
preparation save the bod of oharooal. 

In the one was a atone celt, or, as the workmen 
called it, ** a boldering hammer made of bonthor,'* 
broken ia three pieoesi perhafi by l^e aotioa of the 
fire. 

When the men first discovered the urns they 8up> 
posed them to contain money, and very patiently 
dug them out witluratdaaiafie, but span diaooveiing

I wiU not enter into a lengthened diaonaicm aa to 
w h i t b oH ' burial by orematton was introdneed into 
thia oowitry by the Phanloiaaa, or aa to the proba* 
bilify of tUa atone celt bearing any affinity to the 
weapons of flint with which Joshua cironmoiaed 
the Israelitea at Gili^al, and which are aaid to have 
been buried with his body in the tomb ; but I may 
aa Well add that within the memory of my grand- 
mother Eaddiffe, now 85, a pile of loose stones 
stood upon this spot, which the country people 
durst, upon no consideration, remove, believing 
that upon their existence in their then shape 
depended the quietness of somo terrific super- 
natural being supposed to have been laid beneath 
them, 

I send you a rough sketch of the flint celt found 
in. the larger urn. The relie is, as you will per- 
celve* in a number of pieces and of a rude form. 
Nothini{ more has been found since. I tiiink I 
named to Mr. Bearden that the urns were found 
about 18 or 20 inches below the surface, but upon 
revisiting the spot I found it nearer 4f t» 6in., my 
miatake arising from the circumstance of the anr- 
faoe of the earth having been removed prior to the 
exoavnliin wbioh produced the discovery.

State of tbte Pooe Weavbbs.— It is really 
heart-rending to see the picture of awful misery 
displayed by the handloom weavers, the sallow 
cheek, the sunken eye, a ragged coat, a^d 
often without hat would form the portraftut« 
of that artisan who* without dothii^ himself, 
contributes to the assistanoe of others.

Oldham Petty Sessions. 

Before the Reva. J, Holme and J. Hordem, 

May 6th, 1830. 

Robert Fitton was charged with wheeling a 
wheelbarrow through the bar at Shaw, and evad- 
ing the toll ; convicted in SOs. and allowed to 
appeal. 

A poor woman of Roy ton appeared to require 
Hardman, the overseer, to give her some tem- 
porary relief. She stated that she had two 
children, and had earned 48. 8d. last week. Hard- 
man replied that she had been previously relieved 
by the vestry ; ordered to give her Is. and get her 
some little work 

A poor boy next appeared, who stated that he 
had come from Chatham, but was not one of those 
from the Dake of York's School, though the off- 
spring ot a soldier, to weave fustian for one John 
Austin, at Heyside, in Royton, who had employed 
him until about four months since as one 
called but not a regular apprentice. His un- 
feeling master had given him a shilling to 
quit his looms, after beating him a whole week. 
The miserable and decrepid youth stated that 
he had obtained a very precarious subsistence since 
he left Austin, sleeping where he could, on hay- 
ricks, coalpit cotes, and was lately found in a 
pigcote in Hollinwood. He was very weak, and 
«oaroely able to work, and a witness proved as to 
hit being with Austin. The indenture of hie 
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apprenticeship was not sealed, and therefore 
invalid and improper. As the boy had lived both 
in Crompton and Roy ton, and found in Cbadderton, 
it was put to the three overseers of those townships 
which would receive hitn into their respective 
workhouse. After an unfeeling display of reluc- 
tance and avarice, which Mr. Holme very properly 
treated with comments, Needham, the Chadderton 
overseer, consented to take him into the poorhouse, 
on the condition of his working a little till Mr. 
Barlow, the Masristrates' Clerk, had obtained an 
answer as to the boy's fate from London. 
May 10th. 
Corn Laws. — Last week a requisition, signed by 
about 250 householders of Oldham and its neighbour- 
hood, was addressed to the constables of that town to 
convene a meeting to take into consideration the 
state of the country, and petition the Legislature to 
repeal the Com Laws, and effect a radical reform 
in the Commons House of Parliament. As might 
naturally be expected, the authorities declined to 
call a meeting for such purposes. In conseqaence 
of this, the requisitionists have given notice in 
handbills calling a public meeting for the above 
purposes on Monday next, to be held on Bent 
Green, in the afternoon of the said day. That 
Tenerable advocate for a radical reform in the 
Commons House of Parliament, Mr. John Knightt 
stands the foremost in the requisition list. 

Trade at Oldham. — We are glad to say the 
hatting bntiness continues pretty brisk, as well as 
spinning, bat the miserable handloom weavers are 
in scarcely any better condition ; indeed those of 
tabbies have had notice to have no mere work from 
the principal part of the manufacturers, the demand 
for that kind of goods being, we are told, on the 
decline. la. consequence of this much misery and 
diatress prevails among that class of artisans, par- 
ticalarly about Royton. 

Jnne 1. 
Camp M£ETiNO.--0n Sunday, May 30, a very 
nameroualy attended camp meeting of Primitive 
M«UiodiitB was held on Oldham £dge, near Old- 
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ham. Several preachers addressed the assembled 
multitude, and a white banner was raised in the 
cart upon which the preachers stood, to denote that 
the meeting had assembled. It was inscribed in 
black letters as follows : — ** Prepare to meet thy 
God.'» 

Trade at Oldham.— Through the great despon- 
dency among the cotton weavers, caused by the 
slack demand and low prices now given for fustians, 
a very great number of persons who have hitherto 
been wholly engaged in fustian weaving, particu- 
larly about Royton, and even towards Shaw, are 
npw turning silk weavers, the briskness than cotton 
having predominated as a strong inducement for 
that miserable class to change trades. Spinning 
and hatting are both tolerably flourishing, though 
several mills are giving lower wages for spinning 
than others. 

At Prestwicb, on Monday, the 31st ^ay, Mr. J. 
Livesey, of Chamber Hall, neai: Oldham, to Miss 
Clegg, daughter of Mr. J. Clegs;, late of Counthill, 
and now of Oldham^Une. 

On Wednesday, May ^th inst., died Mr. John 
Winterbottom, of Royton, aged 83 years. For 
itiany years previous to his death he was messenger 
or deliverer of letters and parcels betwixt Oldham 
and Royton.

and ale* While on this subject it may net be 
amiss here tc state thfit Sunday sobdoUt coOh 
menced in Oldham as early as 1783| tb^ veiy 
year and a few months after the jbat conuneBced 
in England at Gloucester by Mr. Ealkes, 
who, upon publishing his plans and projects 
for foundiog and |2;overQing these excellent 
institutions was immediately followed by 
Messrs. Thomas and Henry Hensbaw, Messrs.. 
Cleggs, and others, who established a Sunday 
school the first at Oldham, and probably the second 
ever began in England, Gloucester having become 
possessed of the very first. Three years elapsed 
before they became general, and it is very currently 
reported that even Manchester was behind Oldham, 
id claiming such an early title, to the foundation of 
these now flourishing and beneficial idstttutioas. 

On Saturday a splendid procession of the modern 
Druids took place, and on Monday the Oldham Odd 
Women walked through the town. 

Robbery.— On the night of the 28th of May last 
the shop of Mr. Jonathan Mellor, currier, of Man^ 
•bealer»ltreeb, Oldham, was robbed oi tiine sides of 
k^ and one side df strap leather, valne £5^ whiobr 
were comi^Ately carried off. From various sua- 
pioiovs cinmnifftaiwes the police were indaaad to 
visit the -barfaekd of tke 50th regiment of f oot^ t»w 
stationed all OldhMn, where they discovered tke 
leather in question cut in square pieces, and 
bid ia a figal bqx under a quantity ^o^ 9m\* 
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Evidence hmviag been given by one of the 
soldiers, Nugent, that the leather was brought 
in by four of the soldiers on the night of the 28th 
May, they were accordingly brought up at the 
Oldham Sessions on Thursday, the 3rd instant, 
whan, after part of the leather had been brought 
from Ashton, one of the privates. Manning, 
having been apprehended there while offering it for 
sale, the case was dismissed ; but on Monday, at 
the HoUinwood Petty Sessions, before the Rev. J. 
Holme, the soldiers were again brought up, but on 
speaking contradictory statements in their evidence 
and witnesses giving proof of their absence from 
the barracks at the hour the robbery was com- 
mitted, bringing and hiding the leather in the 
barrack, and clear indentity to the leather, they 
were committed. 

Camp Meeting.— On Sunday last a camp meet- 
ing of the Primitive Methodists took place on 
Hartshead Pike, near Mosslcy. A white banner 
was displayed on the arid hill, and it was very 
numerously attended. 

CowHiLL SiTNDAY SCHOOL. — The samc day the 
anniversary of the Cowhill Sunday School took 
place. Mr. Walker, of Eochdale, delivered two 
sermons on the occasion, and a hand^me subscrip- 
tion contribnted to render that institution more 
lively.

St. James's School.— The intended erection of a 
Sunday school, to be attached to St, James's, at 
Greenacres Moor, near Oldham, has met with great 
success. Besides £100 raised by subscriptions in 
the vicinity, a munificent donation of another £100 
from the National Society for Erecting Charity 
Schools has been forwarded through the hands of 
the Bishop of Chester, who has also kindly 
transmitted a private gift of his own of £20, to be 
applied to the same purpose. The intended school 
is to be 20 yards by 12. 

At the HoUinwood Petty Session on Monday, 
June 14th, before the Rev. J. Holme, nothing of 
interest occurred. 

Radical Reform Meeting.— On Monday even- 
ing last, June 14th, the Radicals of Oldham assem- 
bled in their room, West-street, Oldham, for the 
purposes of forming a political union, on the prin- 
ciples of universal suffrage, annual Parliaments, 
and vote by ballot. Mr. James Mills, of Sarah 
Moor, near Oldham, took the chair at seven 
o'clock, and after Mr. Knight had read a reso- 
lution and copy of the rules for governine the 
society, and the meeting, which was very thinly 
attended, quietly dispersed.

OPKNING OF THE MIDDLETON FBEE LIBBABT. 

March 9. 1889. 

The fine weather which prevailed on Saturday en- 
abled a large niraiber of people to witness the opening 
of the Free Library at Middleton. Early m 1887 it 
was decided to celebrate the Queen's jubilee by erect- 
ing a free library. The interior of the building 
IB well adapted tor the purposes to which it 
is to be put. Ihe ground floor comprises 
the reading - room and library, while upstairs 
thore 18 one large rooni, which, however, can 
be divided into three parts by means of sliding parti- 
tions, and which will be used as classrooms for educa- 
tional purposes. The Middleton, Tonge, and Alk- 
rington Free library has tTAoaferred its volumes to 
the new institution, and the ne.wsroom hitherto 
provided by Mr. A, Butterworth will ceaE*e to exist. 

The opening ceremony should have been performed 
by Professor Ward, Vice- Chancellor of Victorin 
University, Manchester, but owing to indisposition 
he was unable to be present, but an excellent substi- 
tute was found in Professor Boyd Dawkins. A 
prooesaion was formed at the Town flail, and pro- 
ceeded by way of Suffield-street, Manchester New- 
road, and along Long-street, where the building is 
situate. The volunteer life band headed the 
procession, followed by the local volunteers, 
under Captain Lees ; then came the fire brigade, 
police force, the Mayor (Councillor J. W. Lees, 
J.P«), and the members of the Town Council. 
Several thousands of people lined the route. Arrived 
at the library. Councillor Hey wood, chairman of the 
Jubilee Committee, formally banded over to the Mayor 
a gold key, with the deed of transfer and a list of 
the subscribers. The Mayor, in turn, banded the key 
over to Professor Dawkin?, who, unlocking the door, 
declared the place open. After an inspection of the 
various rooms, a meeting was held in the upper room, 
where the Mayor presided, and was supported by 
Professor Dawkins, the Mayor of Salford (Alderman 
A. Lk Diekins), Oonnolllors Heywood, Tborpa, 
BiaUidsgi, A«peU, Mr. W. B. Sdott, .th* Bftttur .of 
Middl«too/Mi&F. fiiltvn8tle(TownCIerk)»ati4ff|ihfffi.

Professor Boyd Dawkins referred to the use to 
which the new lastitution would be put» and said 
that the first foundaUon he knew of in connection 
with Middleton was the foundation by the dean of 
St. Paul's of a flframmar school The foundation 
dated back to the time of ii2lizabeth« and it was dis- 
tinctly established for the advancement of learninflr 
and for the advancement, as it was phrased, of 
the Christian religion. He certainly thought 
that ancient foundation was receiving a con- 
siderable addition to its working ponrer by having 
that building as the result of the Queen*s jubilee. 
It seemed to him that in Middleton, in the 
time of Queen Victoria, they were really carrying out 
to greater perfection and advantage than heretofore 
the idea of the founder of the Grammar School in 
the time of Queen Elizabeth. This was a great occasion 
for Middleton, and it was* a great pleasure to him to 
find himself assisting in that day's work. He had' 
always done what be oonld in hia own way for the 
advaBoement of knowledge and learning, and he comld 
aasute themi as a member of Owens College and Victoria 
University, that it wikS with the liveliest feebngs of 
interest and sympathy that the college authorities 
saw institutions such as that library rising up round 
Manchester. They felt that they had their work to 
do in Victoria University, and that they were working 
really in the same field of labour as those gentlemen 
at Middleton who had fouAded that free library. 
They welcomed Middleton' as an important additien 
to the army of workers against ignorance — workers 
who were tiding to make the people bettw thdn they 
were before. (Applause.) 

Luncheon was afterwards served in the National 
Schoolroom adjoining, the caterer being Mr. Wood, of 
the Old Boar's Head Inn. The following toast list 
was gone through :— "The Queen and Royal Family," 
proposed by the Mayor ; " The Clergy," proposed by 
the Mayor of Salford, and responded te by the Rev. 
T. E. Cle worth, rector of Middleton ; ** The Sub- 
scribers, '^ proposed by Mr. M*Kie, and responded to 
by Oonnciilor Thorpe ; ** The Vice-ChanceUor of 
Victoria University," proposed by Councillor Aspell, 
reaponded to by Professor Dawkins; "The Arahi- 
teoW*' proposed by Mr. W. B. Scott, and responded to 
by Mr, L. Booth j " The Jubilee Committee,'* pro- 
posed by Mr. Travis, and responded to by Councillor 
Hey wood; "The Ladies," proposed by the Mayor, 
and responded to by thd Rev. J. O. Jelly.

MSS. 

On Monday last, Jaoe 2l8fc, a number of the 
veteran pensioner8formerlybelon<dnKtothe6th Regi- 
ment assembled at the house of Mr. J. Tetlow, the 
Plough Inn, Copy Nook, near Oldham, to partake 
of a liberal dinner served up and given by the 
worthy host, on the occasion of celebrating the 
anniversary of the battle of Vittoria. After 
several loyal and convivial toasts had been given 
the company separated. 

Bblls roB Oldham Ghukch. — A new peal of 
twelve bells for Oldham Church are now oa the road 
from London, where tbey have been founding since 
about last August, by Messrs. Mears and Co. 
They are expected to arrive here at the commence- 
ment of the ensuing week, when a merry feast will 
take place on the occasion. The weight of the 
tenor bell is 33cwt. 

Trades Union.— On Monday evening last, 
about half-past eight o'clock, a meeting took 
plaoe in the lari^e room of the Grapes Inn, 
Yorkshire-street, Oldham, for the purpose of 
forming a branch union to the national one 
lately established in Manchester to associate in 
one body all trades, to defend their wages against 
reductions. Several speakers addressed the attend- 
ing multitude, while Mr. James Mills, of Sarah 
Moor, near Oldham, took the chair. Hines and 
Manihalli two delegates from Manchester and 
Bolton, spoke to the great necessity of a union 
in 01dham» and referred to the flourishing 
8t*te of similar trades unions in other 
towns* After soTeral other orators of no meaa 
name within the small district aronad had 
delivered pretty free enoominms on the objects and 
intentions of the meeting, Mr. Marshall read 
over a copy of the resolutions, which all tended to 
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show the neoesaity of umting and co-openting to 
protect the labour of the working claasei. It was 
almost unanimously passed that a union of trades 
be formed at Oldham next Wednesday evening, 
and that two delegates be appointed to represent 
the Oldham body at the general meeting of the 
Manchester Trades Union to be held next Monday. 
A weekly subscriptioa of Id. each was agreed to be 
entered into for the above purposes. The meeting 
theu peaceably separated* 

Oldham, June 30th, 1830. 
On Sunday last, June 27th, two sermons were 
preached in the Catholic Chapel, and high mass 
celebrated by the Rev. W. Glazebrook, on which 
occasion handsome subscriptions were received. 

On the same day the Rev. J. Kelly delivered 
two sermons in Hope Chapel, Greenacres Moor, 
when a liberal donation of £25 on behalf of the 
Sunday schools connected with that place was con- 
tributed. 

The anniversary of the Primitive Methodists also 
took place on Sunday last, two sermons being 
preached on behalf of their Sunday school by Mr. 
Thomas Haslaui, of Darleston, in the chapel, 
Grosvenor-street ; the receipts were pretty liberal. 

A neat place of worship has been fitted up in a 
room in Bow-street. Oldham, for the Wesleyan 
Protestant Methodists, who intend to open it on 
Sunday next. 

Severe Stobm. — On Monday last, June 28th, 
the effects of a heavy shower of hailstones, accom- 
panied by vivid flashes of lightning and thunder, 
were very visible in the neighbourhood of Oldham. 
Many mills were obliged to stop working through 
the overflowing torrent, which iu many instances 
destroyed walls and damaged windows. At 
Castle Mill, near Oldham, the storm was felt 
with groat severity, where the lightning is said 
to have passed through three thick floors, and 
escaped by a door. At Tonge-lane and its vicinity, 
2^ miles to the west of Oldham, the hailstones 
did great damage, breaking a number of windows, 
besides destroying a vast quantity of gooseberries, 
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whidi wen seen lying heap upon heap, utterly 
epoiled. The storm drove from the S.S. W., and in 
its course eflfected dreadful havoc at Hollinwood, 
Shaw, Koyton, Greenaores Moor, and more par- 
tioularty in Tonge, with the lower parts of Chad- 
derton, where the lowlands were almost flooded. 
The launder was uncommon loud, and the light- 
ning fell near (jreenacres Moor, though we are 
happy to say no lives were lost. 

Oldham Church Bells.— On Monday morning 
last this new peal of bellS) 12 in number, arrived by 
a fly boat from London, at Pickford's warehouse, 
Manohsster, from whence they were ocmveyed to 
Oldham, which place they reached about six o'clock 
in the evening, by two carriages, drawn each by 
four horses. On entering Oldham a band of music 
and a vast crowd ef spectators met and preceded 
them to the churchyard, where they new lie, 
awaiting the completion of a month or two, to 
raise and ring them in the noble steeple. 

The authorities of the town, and, indeed, the 
multitude in general, having just heard of his 
Majesty's death, conducted themselves with that 
decorum and peaceable order so well befitting 
the respect which a people owes to a beloved but 
the lost Sovereign, and though the British flag 
was waving on the church tower, and plenty of 
gaod stingo stirring, yet it was a solemn and in- 
teresting scene. 

On Monday and Tuesday a detachment 
of the 50th Regiment of Foot, which had long 
been stationed at Oldham, quitted it for Ireland, 
and were replaced on Wednesday, June 30th, 1830, 
by the arrival of a party of the 7th Fusiliers, who, 
along with the constables of Oldham, signed the 
proclamation of the new King, George IV. having 
expired at ten minutes past three o'clock on the 
morning of Saturday, June 26th, 1830, at the age 
of 68 years. William IV., formerly Duke of 
Clarence, on the same day in the Market-place, 
while it was celebrated at Royton with great 
splendour, a procession of the Oddfellows took 
place in that village. While the chapel bell rung 
a merry round for nearly two hours, a dinner was 
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provided at the Unicorn Inn, at which a numerous 
body of the respectable inhabitants of the country 
around assembled. The Rev. W. Dawson, the 
present worthy assistant curate of Royton, pre- 
sided as chairman with considerable ability. 

Oldham Petty Sessions, Thursday, July 1st, 1830, 
before the Revs. J. Hulme and J. Hordern. 
Two poor little boys were brought up charged 
with having run away from th^ir master, Richard 
Cordwell, weaver, of Manchester, to whom they 
had been bound as apprentices by the township of 
Crompton. It was stated to be three years since 
they left Cordwell, who, on being asked if he could 
take the boys back again to finish out the term of 
seven years, replied that he had no looms for them 
to work on, and nothins; to support himself and 
wife on but 3s. a week. The little lads had been 
making pins at Warrington while absent from their 
master, whom they charged with having severely 
beaten them several times. Cordwell was finally 
ordered to go and fetch the indentures from War- 
rington, and on having received them to assign the 
boys over to another master. 

Oldharn, July 8th, 1830. 
On Sunday last, July 4th, were married at Prest- 
wich, Mr. James Daltry, of Greenacres Moor, near 
Oldham, to Miss Mary Bardsley, daughter of Mr. 
John Bardsley, of Cotton-street, Oldham. 

Singular Circumstance. — The following very 
sin&rular event occurred a few days ago at Kew 
Mill, within Knott Lanes, near Oldham : — A boy, 
in attempting to throw a stone at another, broke 
his own arm, by the quick and energetic stretch 
which he made. It went off like the report of a 
pistol. 

Oldham Wonders.— We have no less than three 
eccentric characters in the neighbourhood of Old- 
ham, two of them famous astrologers, and the other 
an hermit, who flourishes in public life, though he 
is termed the ** Loes Emitus.'* This persoa has 
rendered himself notorious as a most ingenious 
individual, an eminent painter, a most feeling 
miser, an excellent bourtier, who boasts and brags

cftvftlcade. From Lord-atreet they walked througk 
Spring-street, and down Henshaw-street, into the 
Market-place, where the proclamation was read, a 
volley of musketry fired into the air by the 
military, and nine hearty round cheers given by 
the multitude. From the Market-place they 
proceeded through High-street, Yorkshire-street, 
Mumps, Lees-road, and Oroftbank to Green- 
acres Moor, where the same ceremonies 
were again passed through ; and they re- 
turned through Oldham, down Manchester-street, 
and to Hollinwood, where the constables read the 
proclamation a third time; from thence they passed 
through HoUins, Copsterhill, Broadway - lane. 
King-street, and George -street, to the Market- 
place, where, after the proclamation was read a 
fourth time, aaoifaer volley fired, and hearty 
cheers again given, the prooession separated, the 
penskmerfl to theic olubhoase and the Orangemen 
to their lodge. A dinner was provided at the Angel 
Inn, at which many loyal and national toasts were 
given. 

RoYTON Chubch Music— On Sunday last, July 
11th, 1830, a selection of sacred music was per- 
formed in St. Paul's Chapel, Royton. Mr. Lord, 
of Rochdale, presided at the organ, and Miss 
Uardman, with Mr. Dobbie, also attended as per- 
formers. The proceeds, which were pretty liberal^ 
are intended to be applied towards repairing the 
organ. 

RosBSBY.— On Monday night, July 12th, or 
early on Tuesday morning, the house of Mr, 
Joseph Schofield, of Bradley Bent, Hollinwood., was 
broke into and robbed of money to the amount of 
£70 seven shillings and eightpence in gold, paper, 
silver, and copper ; a set, also, of silver teaspoons, and 
sugar tongs, were carried away ; and a bundle ol 
linen, consisting of three shectsh shirts, and various 
kinds of wearing apparel, were tied up in a napkin, 
and it is supposed the thieves, in their precipitancy 
to escape, omitted to carry the parcel away, which 
was found in the stairs. They entered the house at 
the back door, and Mr. Schofield having retired to 
rest, and his son happening to be from home at the 
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time, the villains effected their escape, and remain 
as yet undiscovered. 

The two accomplices, who, along with Knott, 
committed the late robbery at the house of Mr. 
Peter Hamilton, at Greenacres Moor, of the names 
of Barlow and Davenport, are apprehended and 
committed to the lock-ups at Oldham. 

Burial op King George the Fourth.— On 
Thursday last, on the occasion of the burial of his 
late Majesty George IV. at Windsor, ** Oldham," 
like the surrounding towns, evinced a great degree of 
respect for the deceased Sovereign. I'he shops 
were closed durin&r the day, the largest bell of 
the new peal lately arrived was string to ring 
a deep, solemn, mourning toll on the occasion, 
the steeple was surmounted by the British flag, and 
services performed in St. Peter's Chapel betwixt 
the hours of six and eight, on the evening before 
an attendance of Freemasons, who walked from 
their lodge at the Coach and Horses, Church.lane, 
to the chapel, decorated with the Insignia of the 
order. A party of the 87th Fusiliers also heard 
divine service on the occasion. The Rev. \Vm. 
Winter officiated, and the VYesleyan Methodist 
Chapel in Manchester- street was also open in the 
evening. 

Accident. —On Thursday evening last a boy of 

the name of Smethurst, driving a tub to the mouth 

of one of the coalpits at Werneth Collieries, 

near Oldham, with too much force, both the lad 

and the coal waggon went down headlong in the 

deep abyss of the pit, and he was consequently 

dashed to pieces.

The corner stones of the new Pariah Church, 
Royton, were laid in the presence of a large concourse 
of people on Saturday. The day was beautifully fine, 
and the proceedings were made the more interestiui? 
by the fact that the Freemasons took a prominent part,

The clergymen present were 
the Revs. I. L. Harry, Ooldhurst; G. Allen, 
Shaw ; D. Mort^an, High Orompton ; E. May- 
hew Jones, St. Mary's, Oldham; E. K. Roberts, 
Coldhnrst; E. W. Carr, St. Thomas's; T. 
PearsoD, St Matthew's, Ghadderton ; J. G Gibson, 
St. Paul's, Royton; and E. T. Wigg, vicar of St PauPs 
Royton.— The different companies having been 
arranged in their respective places the hymn, *' The 
Church's one foundation," was sung, after which Mr. 
J. A. Kershaw, sub-treasurer, read an account of the 
under taking?. It stated that a new church, which was 
very much needed, had for a long time been talked 
about, but the matter was put mto shape by the vicar, 
who called a meeting on the 12th December, 1887, 
when it was decided that a new church should be 
built, and a building fund was opened, £3,000 being 
promised. That sum was soon considerably aug- 
mented, and the committee felt justified in 
commencing operations. Several plans were sent 
in for approval, with the result that those of Messrs. 
Wild, Collins, and Wild were selected as the most 
suitable. The tender of E. Whittaker's executors was 
selected for pulling down the old building, which had 
existed for over 130 years. — A collect having been 
repeated by the Vicar, a trowel, bearing a suitable 
inscription, was presented by Mr. R. Mellor, J. P., to 
Mrs. John Holden, who laid the first stone and 
placed a vessel in the cavity containing a Bible, 
Prayer Book, and three local papers, and over the 
cavity was fixed a plate. The Masonic ceremony 
was then gone through, the trowel being presented 
to Colonel Starkie by Bro. Dr. Lacey, and the 
mallet by Bro. Dr. Young. The prayer was 
offerefi by the P.G. Chaplain, Rev. B. Bagot, while the 
solo was rendered by Bro. J. Schofield. On the plate 
was the inscription, "This stone was laid by Col. 
Le Gendre N. Starkie, R.W.P.G.M. East Lanca- 
shire, and P.G.W. of England, with Masonic honours, 
on the 6th day of April, 1889. Edward T. WigR, 
vicar ; T. S. Lacey and T. Lees, churchwardens.**— A 
vote of thanks having been accorded to Col. Starkie 
and Mrs. Holden, the National Anthem (Masonic 
vert ion) was sung and the assembly dispersed, a large 
number ad jovmmg to the achoolrbon, where an excel- 
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lent tea was provided.— In the evenin^r a meeting was 
held in the large schoolroom, presided over by the 
vicar.— The Chairman having commented upon the 
success which had attended their undertaking that 
day, Dr. Bagot, of Beswick, addressed the meeting. 
Dr. Bagot, speaking of Masons, said they were very 
secret, bat some of their secrets were open. One was 
at Wood Green, near London, in the shape of a boys' 
9chool ; another was in the south of London, in the 
shape of a girls' school ; a third was an institution for 
aged Masons at Croydon ; while a fourth was in the 
form of an institution for educational purposes and 
systematic benevolence for the relief of distressed 
Masons in East Lancashire. He then pro- 
ceeded to congratulate them upon the work 
in which they had been engaged that afternoon. 
He hoped they would not be discouraged in their 
work, and he asked them to take the ceremony that 
afternoon as a bright au^ry.-vArchdeacon Anson, 
of Manchester, next . addressed the meeting, giving 
2Sunday school teachers good advice regarding their 
work.— The Chairman then called upon Mr. T. Seville 
as an old inhabitant, to tell them something about old 
times.- Mr. Seville said be dared say there wero 
many present who knew as much about Royton and 
Koyton Church as himself. Still, in his time, 
he had had much to do with church and school 
matters, and he must therefore of necessity know 
something of what had transpired in his earlier days. 
What was recently the church was then an ordinary 
chapel without a steeple, and he could assure them 
that, in his opinion, it was a very nice one. The 
curate, the Rev. Mr. Dawson, was not quite satisfied 
with the place, and in 1828 a steeple was erected. 
This was considered to have been a very great im- 
provement to the place, and after it had been put up 
for some time they received a gift from Oldham — 
about the only gift they ever received from that place 
—(laughter)— in the shape of an old bell. (Renewed 
laughter.) He did not know where that bell was at 
the present time, but he hoped it was preserved. 
About 1832 the lower storey of the school in which 
they were assembled was built, and he need not tell 
them that it was considered to be a first-olass school. 
That school was carried on with great success for 
many years. He should also remind them that 
the old Village School, even before that time, was 
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oonneotod with the cbunsh, tot evety Sunday t^e 
scholars went from that school in the same w«ir 
as they went from the school m which they wire 
sitting. Progress continued to be made and it became 
necessary to enlarge the church at the east and west 
ends. This was done in 1854, about a century after 
it was first erected. Through the kindness of Miss 
Holden a chancel was erected subsequently, and 
now that day they had been laying the foundation 
stonee of » new chuvoh, which had been wanted fer 
the last twenty years, and would no doubt have beeft 
raised before that time had not ciroumstancaa pre- 
vented it. In old days there was a great deal o€ 
gardening in the village, and periodically the 
gardeners used to meet to ascertain whose goose- 
berries were the largest. (Laughter.) He trusted 
that Royton would progress !n the future as it had \n 
the past, and he also hoped that the church, -when 
erected, would be well filled. It was now twealy- 
five yeaita since the uiiision charch wae ereofeed, 
and that buildinflr was found to be very useffd^ 
and was carried en c^th Hf^ t MtcceMi* Af tertf a^ (he 
school at Edge-lane was opened, and at a later period a 
gentleman from Liverpool built a school at Heyside at 
his sole expense. Scholars were soon obtained at the 
last-named place, and it was soon found necessary to 
btCild a church. One of the chief characteristics of the 
people of Royton had always been a desire to help for" 
ward church and school matters, and he hoped such a 
feeling would contiiine.-^Ikiriog the eveniaff other 
addresses were delivered, and at intervals Aotbems, 
&c., were rendered by the ohuroh choir.

A Heywood oontemporary publishes the foUowiofir 
interesting account of this old place, which was re- 
cently demolished, and which contained some ancient 
carvings, &c. It was situate on the road from Mid- 
dleton to Birch by the field route from the top of 
Middleton. The description was collated by Mr. £. 
Oldfield, of Hopwood, and read by him at a raeetinfl: 
of a literary society in Heywood. It has reference 
more to Middleton than the former town. Mr. Old- 
field said that feeling inclined tot a country ramble in 
the summer ot 1886, he wended his way towards Birch 
and Langley-lane. Taking the path across the fields 
towards Middleton he observed men pulling down what 
appeared to be the ruins of an old farmhouse, but which 
he afterwards found was Langley Hall, and on a piece 
of the roof timbers he found ioscribed *' 1358," which 
showed that the building was erected in that year. This 
discovery had led him into a long course of study, 
and the result had been that he got together matter 
sufficient to occupy at least three nights. He could 
only deal with the matter briefly and fi'enerally that 
night: but as the details of antiquarian research 
would be more in keeping with the objects of the 
Literary Society, he hoped to go more fully into the 
matter before that body. In 1351 John of Gaunt 
presented William de Langley, clerk, to the rectory 
of Middleton. He was probably connected with the 
feudal house of Middleton by marriage ; Sir Roger 
de Middleton, knight, who died without male issue 
in 1323, leaving six daughters as his co-heiresses. 
Langley Hall, the seat of the Langlesrs for more than 
a hundred years, passed by sale from Thomas Langley, 
gentleman, of Essex, to ** Jamys Radclyff," of the 
Koxdenton House, near Middleton, in the year 1467. 
It remained in that family 164 years, and m 1631 it 
was sold by Gabriel Tudor, gentleman, and Mary, bis 
wife, daughter and heiress of Owen Radclyff, Esq., to 
Henry Wrigley, of Manchester, in whose family.it 
remained over a hundred years. In 1740 it was 
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conveyed ia marriage by Betty, daughter and heiress 
of the Bev. Henry Wrigley, B.D., to the Rev. Michael 
Ferebee, B. A., chaplain to Colonel Egerton's reg^m^nt, 
by whose descendant the estate was sold in 1846 for 
£30,000, to Mr. James Collinge, of Oldham. It is now 
in possession of his daughter, Mrs. Barlow. The 
lecturer then proceeded to sketch in a briet but 
(irraphic manner the remarkable career of one of 
Middleton's greatest sons and forgotten friend. 
Thomas de Langley was born about 1370 from a family 
resident at Langley, and his part in the great drama 
of life was played out through a long series of years. 
He became Cardinal Langley, and exercised a power 
almost equal if not superior in some respects to that 
of royalty itself. The see over which he presided 
embraced the whole of Yorkshire, Cumberland, and 
Westmoreland, and extended in a straight Ime for 130 
miles. It was remarkable that the connection of 
this great prelate with Middleton should be so 
little recognised. He rebuilt the Middleton Parish 
Church in the year 14-12, and at the same time erected 
and endowed a free school for the teaching of poor 
children, the building being known as the Grammar 
School. By his will, dated March 12th, 1554, Thomas 
Mawdsley, who was the master of the Grammar 
School' and incumbent of the charity founded by 
Langley, appointed by the ** supervisors of his 
will" Edmund Hopwood, Esquire, and ''Maister 
Robert Asheton, Parson of Middleton;" to the 
last-named he left his New Testament written 
on parchment. He also left a legacy to ** Maister 
Nowell," and from this fact it was not improbable 
that the dean of St. Paul's and his learned brother 
Robert had been educated by Mawdsley at the 
Middleton Grammar School. It was more than 
probable that the free grammar school at this time 
was the school of the parish, for Dean No well, just 
before the death of bis brother Robert, was re- 
quested to " forget not Middleton School, where we 
and other of our brethren were taught in our child- 
hood." Neither Dean Nowell nor the great Cardinal 
Langley forget the home of their childhood, and 
their connection with the county of Lancashire. 
Mr. Oldfield added that in his opinion Middleton 
had a debt to pay. If they did not come to the know- 
ledge by any other means he should do his best, in his 
humble way, to make the inhabitants of the neigh- 
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bouriofr borough acqtiainted with the fact that one of 
the noblest characters of the many tbat had adorned 
the history of this country was of their own sons. At 
their Uiunicipal feasts they talked about Dean NoweU. 
but seemed to completely ifi^nore Langley. It was 
evident that if he founded no grreat families he left the 
bulk of his riches to be devoted to the poor and the 
church. Mr. Oldfield promised to Rive some further 
particulars at another meeting.

One feature of the outside of the church is the old oak 
dovecot of a steeple, wbioh Middleton people would 
perhaps not like to ««tt-jr«aiove(l« m t^y hftva a fancy 
that the bells aoimd sweeter thronich it than the modern 
stone steeples. An antiquarian who visited the church

**The distingruishipflr feature of Middleton, however, 
is its church. This contains specimens of architecture 
of various dates, pertions of it havinfi^ been boilt or 
added at several tknes. Exlernally, it is built ebiefly 
of a light, yellowish, srrey stone, having a square early 
tower, sunne«nte4 by a wooden belfry ad the westfirn 
end of a broad nave with aielee, eiK! has a chaeeel at 
the eastern end. The chancel has been lately rebuilt 
according to its former design. Inside the church 
used to be a model of an ill-used country oburoh, the 
ground floor ic mnbo taA with what is now popu- 
larly know» as a thw deckar, and blgli, straight- 
backed pews ; a gallery at the west end, 
with an organ, immineBa and portentous, and a 
large brazen candl«*tiok pendant from the roof, 
wfili as many arms as the fabled Vlshna or the classic 
Briaivns. The anili ei|Milng from the nave to ^e 
ground floor el the tower is more dietf nctly Norman 
ttam the other parts of the tower. The rest of the 
chumb Is p?etty mnoh as It was bnitt or rebuilt about 
1#00 by Thomas bf Liuigley, Which same Thomas was 
born at Langley HaH^ a bouse etill in extstenee, and 
stattding within a mile of the churth.

Saviour, Ply- 
mouth Orove, as Westminster Ab%ey is to the

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The Whitsuntide Procession. 
For several hours on Whit-Friday morDing the 
principal thoroughtares in the town were closed to 
vehicular traffic according to custora, and the streets 
were monopolized by the scholars connected with the 
different Sunday schools taking part in the great 
Whitsuntide procession. This demonstration still 
retains its popularity, and must continue to do so 
under existing circumstances, for almost all who take 
a part in religious work are interested in it. The 
children look forward to it with feelings of pleasure 
and anticipation for months before the great day 
arrives, and parents take a special delight in providing 
new clothing and makisflr their. offspring asnioe and 
attractive as possible for the occasion. Some may object 
to the dressing of children in new clothes at such times 
on the ground that it testers pride, but what reason- 
able being would not prefer to see the .youngsters 
appearing to feel a sense of their importance than 
otherwise? A nice dress as a rule encourages self- 
respect, and who can object to children respecting 
themselves ? The weather on Whit-Friday nriorning— 
and the success of all such things depends entirely 
upon the weather— w£m fine, but nut so bright as it 
would undoubtedly have be^n had those taking part in 
the procession had theU* choice. The sky was over- 
cast, and about nine o^clock rain began to fall, but 
soon afterwards ceased, when things fissumed a 
brighter aspect. Iiong before the time fixed for the 
commencement of the proceedings the streets pre- 
sented a very animated appearance* Happy- 
looking boys and girls, and alto men and 
women, were to be seen nutking their way 
to their respective schools, and large rjumbers of 
people were also to be seen walking about the streets 
waiting for the scholars to turn out. The beatmg of 
drums* the clashing of cymbals, and the braying of 
cornets and other inBtrume^ta was also heard lO 
different directions as bands proceeded to the schools 
for which they had been engaged. At nine o'clock mem- 
bers of the borough police force* looking very smart and 
wearing white gloves, made their way to different 
points to keep order and enforce the regulations, and 
shortly afterwards the schdlars f>f t!ie North moor 
Wesleyan Sunday School filed into the Old Market- 
place and took up their position. These were 
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immediately afterwards joined by the St. Dominf^o- 
street and the Lee • street Wealeyan SchoolE, 
and when all had got into position the 
hymn, "Hail, Father, Son, and Holy Ghost,*' was 
sunflTi and this was followed by the National Anthem. 
By the time these schools had left the open space 
other schools were waiting to sing. It Is time that 
committees of Sunday schools met together and decided 
to sing a few hymns in a body, as they do in Manches- 
ter and other towns. It may be argued that there is 
no central space large enough, but it has been pointed 
out to us that the ground in front of the Park entrance 
would be ample to hold all the scholars in Oldham, 
and this spot would in no way be inconvenient, but, on 
the other hand, it would be a place where 
schools from all points could easily assemble. The 
schools from the Glodwick end would be able to 
get there by Park-road, 'those from the central part 
of the town by Waterloo-street and Woodstock-street, 
and those from the Wemeth end by the Ashton-road 
end of Park-road. This would save all the present 
inconvenience arising from one school having to wait 
while another finishes singing, and would also present 
a more imposing spectacle. Then again, under the 
existing arrangements, schools are continually passin^r 
and repassing each other in the streets, and having 
to wait in a bye-street while another school passes 
along the principal street. If all went on one spot 
this could be obviated by all joining together and 
marching in one long procession through the town. 
It is impossible to give an approximate estimate of 
the number taking part in the procession yesterday 
morning, but there were certainly very many 
thousands. Many of the schools were accompanied 
by bands, and there was a large display of 
banners and bannerettes. The footpaths were tilled 
with spectators, and a large crowd was gathered near 
the Town Hall. Some of the schools did not take 
part in the procession, but preferred to go away from 
the town on trips. The scholars connected with the 
New Jerusalem Sunday School, Rochdale-road, went 
to Snmmershades, near Greenfield, the younger ones 
in waggons and the older by trAin. The following are
